IN OPERATION

HUNDRED GIRLS NEEDED AT PLANT

New Machinery Installed Makes Local In-
stitution Convenient —Fruit Bought
Direct from Growers

Ihe Hood River Canming Co. began
pucking Hood River strawberries Tuoes-
duy of Inst week. With new machin-
ery installed and with the plant mude
ope of the most convenently arranged
in the notthwest, hundreds of crates of
lugcious Clark Seedlings are now going
into eans for distribotion to diserimnat-

| ing trade in all parts of the country.
The nume of the eanning company,
which 15 u corporation, was recently
changed from Cloud-Newton Co. to the
Hood River Canning Co, The author-
teed capital steck was inercased from
$10,000 to 825,000, With E. B, Cloud,
who began the business with Jokn R,
Newton last year, his brother, W. H.
Cloud and H. H, Larkin are now asso-
clated, All have hnd yenrs of experi-
ences in Lhe business, They all believe
in the success of the Hood flwer valley
fruit industry, amd are endeavorin
to usgisl the growers, while they builﬁ
up u profituble business for themselves,

Mr. Larkin came here from Greely,
Colo,, where he wus engaged in the
canning business, **1 have spent all
my life in the canning business,'' he
|enys.  In faet, 1 have devoted aboot 368
years to the work, About 17 years ago
Mr. Cluod and | were unulgmr in busi-
pess together in New Jersey, In all
my experience 1 huve never gean » finer
product from s canner's viewpoint than
that grown in Houd Kiver."*

When the factory begins to operate
full time st lesst 100 girls, women sand
men will be needed to piek and wash
the fruit and prepare it for the pro-
cesses Lthrough which it passes. Lauat
yeur aboul 65 girls and women were
vinployed at the cannery,

Since last senson a number of im-
provements have been made at the
cannery, A new recelving plstform
hes been built, Two new double
senmers, the machines that apply the
cups und seal the cans, have been in-
stulled. All the shelves and work
tubles have been rearranged, making
the big work room far more convenient,
New cooking tanks have been built,

A crate of berri¢s never stops now
on being delivered al the receiving
platform, It is weighed, Then it
passes Lo the girls, who piek off the
[stems and place the fruit in standard
prades, An inspector is sll the time
ulaservmﬁ the plexing tables to see
that rigid grading rules are enforeed,

A man then gathers up the filled
trays and places them on shelves, the
different grades segregated, The ber-
rigs are then thoroughly washed und
placedfin cuns thet are fresh from the
slerillizer. Thecan. are filled, sugared
und welghed, after which they are
placed in steamers, They then are
tuken by boys to the double seanmers.

From the seamers the cane of fruit,
in teays, are paesed to the ecoking
troughg, The trays are attached to
slow moving eprocket chains. Inelines
thut fit in the troughs are so arranged
thut they mny be slid buckward and
forward, They may be sel vo thal the
fruit may be emerged in the steaming
water any length of time desired. The
sprocket  chuin draws them through
the cooking trough over a division into
ecooling water, They are then packed
in boxes awaiting the process by which
the cans are lacquered to prevent rust-
ing. Each can bears a rubber stamp
imprint, denoting the date of canning,
the grade and contents, After the lne-
quering has been finished, the fruit is
stored away to swsit orders. When it
i4 rendy for shipment it is properly la-
beled
